| though by uncomplaiſant experiments and inflexible facts ; 


his danger becomes truly alarming, and it is impoſſible for 
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public, it is juſt, as well as requiſite, to examine the 


him to produce more thay ſufficient excuſes for his heretical 
| contumacy. 
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contumacy. Happily, in this enlightened age, no man is 
condemned without a due and good-natured attention to 


every Circumſtance that he may be able to plead in his own 


exculpation. 


The author finds that he is under the diſagreeable neceſ- 
ſity of too frequently ſpeaking of himſelf, an invidious and 
diſguſtful taſk, which he would gladly have declined, could 
it have been avoided with juſtice to his reader or to his 
work. What pretenſions he may have to a hcaring, he 


leaves to the candor of the public to determine. 


He preſumes that the reſult of an infinite variety of ex- 
periments, and a moſt extenſive experience, cannot be an 
unacceptable tribute to mankind, in whoſe ſervice he deſires 
ſtill to exert the utmoſt of his abilities: from the reception 
it has met with in other nations, he has had no reaſon to 


diſavow that ſentiment. 


From his earlieſt years he felt a ſtrong propenſity to me- 
dical ſtudies, and that avidity was in ſome meaſure indulged 
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liberal as he could wiſh for.” He claims 
erit from gratifying a diſpoſition naturally ſtu- 


by an education 
not the leaſt 
dious, or for that indefatigable ſedulity which was ſo amply 
compenſated by the pleaſure that attended it. With grati- 
tude he acknowledges that he received from ſome eminent 
long ſince dead, inſtructions viva voce, which 


have been of unſpeakable utility to him, 


When he firſt began buſineſs, he entertained a wonderful 
opinion of his own abilities, but ſoon met with a caſe which 
baffled all his efforts, and obliged him to call in an old phy- 
ſician, who was ſo kind as to ſet him right, and convinced 
him that there were many methods neceſſary to be taken in 
praftice incompatible with the beſt formed theory. Conſcious 
of this deficiency, he from that moment reſolved to ſacrifice 
two hours every day to the gratuitous aſſiſtance of all thoſe 
who ſhould apply to him: this determination, which he 
has invariably adhered to ever ſince, has at leaſt given him 


an opportunity of ſeeing as great a variety of caſes as any of 


his cotemporaries. 
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Io preclude deception, as far as poſſible, with reſpect to 
the power of medicine; he began with the adminiſtration. 
of ſome drug of allowed efficacy, and carefully watched na- 
ture, and patiently marked her operations in the ſame caſes 
in different ſubjects: proceeding afterwards to various 


combinations according to the effects which were generally 
obferved to enſue. In this courſe of practice, with as 


much caution and attention as he was capable of, after 


numberleſs trials, he at length inveſtigated moſt of the for- 


mule which he now fubmits to the public. Though an 
eye has been generally had to the res anguſla domi, they 


may be eaſily rendered more ſightly and more palatable 


for thoſe who can afford it, without the leaſt prejudice to 


their efficacy. 


It is not to be expected that the ſame cauſe will always 
produce the ſame effect; probability is perhaps as great a 
height as human ſcience can reach. There is no ſmatterer 
in medicine who would: not roundly aſſert that jalap will 
purge, that ipecacuanha will vomit, and: that emetic tartar: 


will do both; yet the author has met with a perſon whom 
3 Jalap 
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jalap would not purge; more than one whom ipecacuanha 
would not vomit, and ſeveral cafes in which the emetic 
tartar would do neither, though given to a drachm and 
more. The dodrine of idioſyncraſy is hitherto inexpli- 
o ˙· nnnrent en 1 EN +. 


The methods propoſed in the following work have in- 
deed proved ſuccelsful in ſome thouſands of caſes, yet it is. 
no here affirmed chat they will never diſappoint expecta- 
tion. There are and ever will be innumerable inſtances in. 
which the direction of a ſkilful phyſician cannot be Uiſpenſed: 
with, who well knows on what ſcemingiy trivial minutiae, 
inſcrutable to the unſcientific eye, the health and even 
the life of a patient depends. The alteration. or addition. 


of a ſingle grain in a medicine is ſometimes. of the utmoſt 
eonſequence. | 


That our art is a conjectural one has been often thrown: 
in our teeth, though one would think with-.but an indif-- 
ferent grace, by thoſe of the two other liberal profeſſions ;: 


for it is by no means clear that all divines have been unani- 


mouss 
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* in their belief of the ſame theological doctrines, and 
it has been whiſpered that ſome of the gentlemen of the 
long robe have actually differed in opinion: if then any 
uncertainty is to be met with in divinity and law, is it not 
rather unkind that phyſic ſhould be reproached with it ? 
Whatever flight variations there may be in the dogmas of 


men, Our teachers have in all ages claimed our reverence, 


and the lawyers our admiration : nor have phyſicians been 


always treated with neglect, witneſs the honors conferred 


on Hippocrates by a whole city : the deification of Eſcu- 


lapius, 'and the immenſe fee beſtowed on Sertinius : 


Eraſiſtratus,' the ſon of Ariſtotle's daughter, was compli- 


mented with. the value of ſixty thouſand guineas on his 


recovering Antiochus the father of Ptolemy. 


With reſpe& to the mode of operation of medicines, it muſt 
be confeſſed that we are ſomewhat in the dark; the, human 


body is too complicated a machine to be amenable to thoſe 


laws which ſolids and fluids out of it may be ſubject to. 


"Thoſe who tread the high priori road are mighty apt to 
grow giddy and ſtumble. Nature is very often. exceeding 
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unmannerly to theories. A great and wiſe man, not many 


centuries ago, to account for the effects of cinnabar in epi- 
lepſies, gravely informs his reader, that the Archaeus is fo 


attentive to the fine color of the fluids cauſed by ſaid cinna- 


bar, that he is no longer at leiſure to play his miſchievous 


pranks. Is the modern ſolution of the phoenomena occa- 
ſioned by mercury from its momentum leſs abſurd, or many 
others which might be mentioned ? Would it not be more 


ingenuous to acknowledge that ſuch medicines do generally 


produce ſuch effects, though we cannot ſatisfactorily ac- 


count for the manner in which they act? Why may there 
not be medical as well as theological myſteries? A man 
much converſant in the practice of phyſic might recite many 
narratives of the operation of drugs which would hazard 


his credit. 


Nevertheleſs their power, with ſubmiſſion to the author 


of Domeſtic Medicine, is by no means inconſiderable, and 


it ſeems as novel for phyſicians to inveigh againſt the uſe of 
drugs, as for a man of learning to decry erudition : he 


who has been an eye-witneſs to the almoſt inſtantaneous 


alterations 
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| alterations made in the human body by many of them, one 
would ſcarcely expect to find fo parſimonious in his acknow- 
ledgments of their power. When a perſon is ill, he na- 


turally and juſtly looks for the reſtoration of his health from 
a phyſician, and the number of thoſe who are diſappointed 
is comparatively exceeding ſmall. 


That the dietetic regimen is of no ſmall conſequence muſt 
be allowed, as the above-mentioned author juſtly obſerves, 
but that ſaid regimen ſhould preclude the uſe of due medi- 
caments, no reaſon can be aſſigned but that which is not fit 
to be given. With regard to the aliment that is moſt proper 
for perſons who are indiſpoſed, there is perhaps no point in 
which phyſicians ſo much and ſo widely differ. 


This conſideration induced the author of the enſuing 
ſheets, to attempt, if poſlible, to arrive at ſome certainty, 
with reſpect to this intricate and momentous matter. He 
could conceive of no other way to do this, than by ocular 
demonſtration of the changes made in the food, by its con- 


tinuance in the ſtomach, and marking the time requiſite for 
the 
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the production of thoſe alterations. Providing himſelf 
therefore with a few pieces of tin, ſome of a globular, and 
others of a cylindrical form, faſtened to a ſmall iron wire, 
in which the ſubſtances uſed for ailment might be partly, and 
ſome wholly incloſed ; when he found that he could draw up 


his machinery from his own ſtomach, without any pain, he 


thought that he might make free with ſome carnivorous 


quadrupeds and birds, to aſſiſt him in his experiments; as 
his little family manifeſted no diſguſt at his treatment, he 
hopes that they ſuffered no inconvenience from it. He was 
ſurpriſed to obſerve the difference between a piece of the 
ſame animal ſubſtance macerated in ſaliva, in a degree of 
heat equal to ninety-eight of Farenheit's thermometer, and 


that which had been continued in the ſtomach the ſame 


time. 
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| . 
Having made his deductions with as much care and cir- 


cumſpection as he was maſter of, he ventured to recommend 


the uſe of ſuch food to his patients as appeared to him, 
from his experiments, to be moſt ſuitable, and has found 


his expectations happily anſwered. The reſult of all his 


C trials 
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trials he has interſperſed in the body of his work, as far as 
their utility has been confirmed by experience. He ſhall 
only add on this ſubject here, that contrary to the common 
notion, roaſt meat is eaſier digeſted than boiled, and that 


even the bones of chickens are ſooner converted into an 


alimentary mucus, than any vegetable ſubſtance. 


Experiments are undoubtedly the moſt eligible means, 
for the acquiſition of ſound and uſeful knowledge ; yet the 
moſt exquiſite caution is neceſſary with regard to the infe- 
rential reaſonings from them ; this the author cannot help 
noticing, from a conſciouſneſs that ſome deductions, which 
at one time ſeemed indiſputably clear to him, he was con- 


vinced by future, and more accurate trials, were too haſty 
and inſupportable. 


It is a trite, but juſt obſervation, that thoſe who are moſt 
dogmatical, are moſt apt to be erroneous. Self-importance 
has a mighty bad effect on the eyes, and wonderfully im- 
pairs their viſual power. Of this he begs leave to deliver 
the following inſtance: in the year 1756, having made (in 
his 
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his own. opinion) a momentous diſcovery, he gave it to the 
public with a moſt imperious and dictatorial air of ſelf- 
conſequence, under the title of Medical Aphoriſms. The 
authors of the Monthly Review, piqued to ſee the public ſo 
cavalierly treated, applied a critical veſicatory with ſuch 
propriety, as entirely to evacuate'the peccant humour, and 
(beyond their own expectations) to effectuate a perfect cure. 
Would to Heaven, that every author, who falls under their 
caltigatory pen, would make the ſame uſe that he did of 
the well-meant hints of thoſe ingenious, and never enough 
to be applauded writers, inſtead of ſnarling at the rod, or 
impotently ſnapping at the kind hand that holds it. After 
this frank and voluntary confeſſion, he hopes the reader 
will not queſtion his veracity, when he aſſures him, that 
whatever diſagreeable and painful neceſſity he may be 
under of relating things concerning himſelf, it is ſolely with 
this view, viz. that the method (however uncommon) which 
he ſometimes propoſes, of handling ſeveral crabbed dif 
orders, may be thought not totally unworthy of attention, 
. eſpecially as it has ſucceeded in a great number of ſimilar 
caſes, What he delivers is founded on an extenſive ex- 
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perience; for he ſhould think that he treated his reader 
with great impropriety, were he to lay before him any 


method which had proved ſucceſsful in a an inſtances 
only. e 


It may not be amiſs to preſent che reader in this place 


with ſome of the above-mentioned Aphoriſms, becanſe the 
author laid no inconſiderable ſtreſs upon them in the 
courſe of his practice (for few men have ſpent more hours 
at the electrical wheel) becauſe the dodrines they contain 
appeared to him as irrefragably true above thirty years 
ago; and becauſe they have very lately been countenanced 
by the greateſt modern Philoſophers, and adopted by ſome 
learned and judicious Phyſicians.

That electricity may be applied to good purpoſe, in 
ſeveral rebellious diſeaſes, is a certain fact. though it muſt 
be owned, that the remedy is a precarious, one. The 
author has been frequently diſappointed, from its effects, 
in thoſe caſes in which it appeared moſt likely. to ſucceed ; 
ſuch, for inſtance, as paralytic affetions. It is moſt to be 
depended on in the almoſt inſtantaneous removal of painful 
diſorders, and of thoſe which originate from obſtructions. 
He ſhall only obſerve, further, on this ſubject, that from 
no ſmall number of experiments, he can ſafely affirm, that 
the moſt efficacious method of uſing it is, to inſulate the

During the reſidence of the author in London, there are 
many perſons yet in being, who have not forgot that he 
was fortunate enough to ſucceed in no inconſiderable 
number of very extraordinary caſes; nor has his good 
fortune in that reſpect hitherto deſerted him. When, from 
accidents equally unexpedted and unavoidable, in the year 
1762, he left h his native city, he has ſince viſited ſeveral 
different kingdoms, eagerly embracing every opportunity 
of increaſing his medical knowledge, by forming an inti- 
macy with many eminent Phyſicians, and by every other 
practicable means, ſtill purſuing his invariable rule of aſſiſt- 
ing the poor, gratis, every day. The numbers. which 
flocked to him, in ſome places, are ſcarcely credible (even. 
ſome hundreds in a day) particularly in the Northern part. 
of Ireland (where he continued ſome years) which is amaz- 
ingly populous, and much more ſo than is generally ima- 

gined. He was exceedingly diſguſted at the abſurd credu- 
1 bty 
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lity of the common ſort of people there, and their prophane 
compariſons. They have even brought dying perſons ts: 
him, in creels (or baſkets) and when he has affured them: 
that they were in the agonies of death, they have carried 
them away murmuring, and ſcrupled not to aſſert, that 
they knew he could cure them, if he would.

The medical reader will ith meet with ee 
in the enſuing treatiſe which may excite his ſurprize, and 
perhaps his diſguſt: che author would only plead the privi- 
lege of an Engliſhman, trial before condemnation. There 


are many means which appear at firſt bluſh very unlikely to 
attain the end in view, yet ate found to be perfectly ade- 
quate to the acquiſition of ſaid end. To cut a man's throat 
may ſeem an odd method of preſerving his life, yet there: ; are 
caſes in which! no other method can be taken. "3662 
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Ihe author was once in conſultation with one of the moſt 
eminent pbyſicians on the European continent; che patient 
was a young gentleman, ſeemingly in the laſt ſtage of a con- 

ſumption; on propoſing the vitriolic vomit, the Doctor 

haſtily exclaimed that he would not ſurvive che taking it a 
quarter of an hour; he was then aſked if he had ever or- 
dered the blue vitriol? he replied chat he never did, nor 

had ever ſeen it adminiſtered ; who rejoined: the author, 
may be the beſt judge of its effects; he who never ſaw 


any of them, or he who has given it above twenty thouſand 


times? The Doctor was of too ingenuous a diſpoſition to 
offer any further objection : the vomits were taken, and our 


patient was reſtored to perfect health. 


If any one were to propoſe a more ſafe, certain, and ex- 
peditious method of profligating diſtempers, he ſhould 
rejoice to ſee his own work ſuperſeded and dwindle into 
neglect. Let mankind be ſerved, and it is immaterial from 
what hand the benefits flow. As a certain perſon ſaid for- 
merly, he wiſhed that all the Lord's people were prophets ; 


ſo 
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ſo che writer of chis, wiſhes from the bottom of his heart, 
chat all the human ſpecies could preſerve themſelves from 


pain and ſickneſs, or at leaſt knew how to get rid of every 
malady incident to them. 


He would warmly recommend to his brethren, particu- 
larly to young phyſicians, the method he has ſo long prac- | 
tiſed, of ſetting apart two hours every day for the ſervice of 
the poor; he can aſſure them ram the experience of above 
thirty years, that the advantages reſulting, from it will 
amply compenſate all fortuitous inconveniencies, and infi- 
nitely exceed their moſt ſanguine expectations. The plea- 
ſure of doing good is the molt elevated and refined: of all 
pleaſures, and the anly enjoyment that can reconcile us to 
the ſufferings and woes which are inſeparably annexed to 


human life. 


The author acknowledges that human nature, with all its 
faults and follies, is the object of his moſt tender affection. 
He who has been eye - witneſs to ſo many ſcenes of miſery, 
muſt have a callous heart indeed, if it were not touched 
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by ſympathy and melted with compaſſion. As 'Terence 
ſaid, A man myſelf I feel for all mankind. The inevitable evils 
of life are ſufficiently numerous, and he muſt have a very 
weak head and a very bad heart who can wantonly increaſe 
the horrible aggregate. It is ſurpriſing that one can ſay or 
do any thing that he knows will give pain to another: but 
it is beyond meaſure aſtoniſhing that any one can diveſt 
himſelf of pity for thoſe who partake of the ſame nature 
with himſelf. No excuſg can be pleaded for want of 
compaſſion, or even for not alleviating the ſufferings of 


others when in our power. 


It is alledged by ſome that if it is a man's own fault, and 
that he may thank himſelf for his fituation, he can deferve 
no pity : but this is a perverſion of all reaſoning, for ſurely 

no one ſeeks miſery or diſtreſs, and if he falls into them it 
muſt be owing to want of .knowledge or want of power : 
like ideots or infants he is therefore doubly the object of 
pity. If it is even owing to obſtinacy and perverſeneſs that 
a man becomes wretched, he doth not forfeit his chim to 
our compaſſion : vice and wickedneſs will certainly render 


him 
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him miſerable ; but let us not ſee him without heaving a 
figh, and dropping a tear. If, as ourtcach$ inform us, ſuch 
2 one, ſhall be tormented for ever, ſurely this is amply ſuffi- 
cient, and there can be nothing amiſs in our es tet to 
render his exiſtence in this life as comfortable as poſſible. 
Let it not be forgot, that if you had received the fame edu- 
cation, and had been placed preciſely in the ſame circum- 
ſtances, your conduct would have been exaQtly the ſame 
with that of the unhappy mortal whom you ſo unkindly 
neglet. Who made thee to differ, however humiliating.

Some plead the ingratitude of men, as a reaſon why we 
ſhould not aſſiſt our fellow creatures in diſtreſs : this indeed 
isa weed very apt to ſpring up in the human heart, and we 
muſt make our account to meet with it. He would not be 
eſteemed over-wiſe who would take pet at his garden, and 
totally deſert it, becauſe it pours forth weeds ſpontaneouſly.

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We make great allowances for the lips and failures in 
thoſe reſpeAabl@perſonages, ourſelves :' in honor to hu- 
manity; let us not be leſs favorable to others. A ſufferer, 


let him be what he will, is an objet of compaſſion. For 


my own part I freely own chat ! would make very conſider- 
able ſacrifices to contribute to the welfare and happineſs of 
the moſt wicked and worthleſs man that ever exiſted. He 
is my brother, as the royal Jew ſaid of Benhadad, and he 
that loveth not his brother, can neither love the Deity, nor be loved 
"by kim; but is actually a murderer in the ſight of that being 
who is kind to the unjuft and to the unihankful, who has pro- 
miſed his forgiveneſs and favor to mankind on no other 
condition, than that of being kind one to another, tender-hearted 
and forgiving one another.

The above quotations may be hazarded without much 
fear of a diſcovery, as they are taken from a book which is 
ſcarce ever dipped into by any perſon in this polite age, 
though there is a ſweet ſpirit of philarthropy breathing 


through it, which one would think might render the peruſal 
of it tolerable.

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As a few hygienical Rriftures may be expected to precede 
a work of this nature, I ſhall beg leaveo lay before the 
reader the following obſervations on what the phyſicians 
call the non-naturals. The neceſſary rules for the pre- 
ſervation of health are intelligible to the. meaneſt capacity, 
and may be compriſed in a [mall compaſs. No one can be 
exculpated, therefore, who is ignorant of the means whereby 


ſa invaluable a bleſſing may be continued. 


A dry air is extremely deſirable and large rooms, or ſuch” 


at leaſt as will admit of frequent ventilation from freſh cur- 


rents of air. To fleep in a room that has no chimney in it 
is highly improper, and it is no wonder that perſons who 


are guilty of ſuch indiſcretion are ſubject to the incubus. 


With reſpec to diet, the calls of nature ought not to be 
diſregarded ; they are ſufficiently audible, and it is at our 
peril that we reſiſt their importunity. The bad effects of 


eating or drinking too much are eaſier to be removed than 


thoſe which ariſe from inanition. Nature has made no

thoſe who look on faſting as a religious duty I have nothing 
to lay ; but as flagellation is alſo conſidered in the ſame 


light, to bare the back, and receive a few * laſhes would 
be certainly the moſt eligible alternative. 


To adopt the plan of Lewis Cornaro in this northern 
climate would be the height of folly. Dr. Cheyne with his 


vegetable regimen, has been the cauſe of infinite miſchief to 


valetudinarians. As refufing to cat when we are hungry, 


and to drink when we are thirſty is prejudicial to health; in 
like manner to continue cating for the ſake of pleafing one's 
appetite, or drinking when we feel no inclination to it, 
muſt undoubtedly affect our health: thoſe who are fo wiſe 
as to make their meals always of one diſh, will ſcarce ever 
offend in the firſt point, and none but incorrigible ſots will 
be guilty of the latter. To riſe with an appetite, though a 
very frugal and common maxim, is an exceeding bad one.

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He who obeys the dictates of nature, that is, his on in- 
ternal feelings, will not err, but cat till he finds himſelf 
ſatisfied, for there is no other method of aſcertaining. the 
quantity neceſſary to be taken. As to the quality of diet, it is 
of little importance to perſons in health, though animal food 
is inconteſtibly preferable, and to which che vegetable ought 
to be greatly diſproportionate : for the. diſeaſes which ariſe 
from the uſe of the latter, are by far he moſt crabbed and 
refractory.

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- Coftivancſs of the bady, though ſomelimes ſor a ſutpriſing 
length of time not inconſiſtent with a perfect ſtate of health, 
yet ſhould not be connived at: the inteſtinal canal ought ta 
be kept open by a laxative diet or other, means, for one 
motion in twenty-four hours is a deſirable circumſtance, and 
well worth our endeavouring to procure. As to the reſt of 
the excretions, nature is the beſt guide for the management 
of them ; if they abound in quantity, the ſtimulus felt will 
be a ſufficient warning for the neceſſity of evacuation. As 
phlebotomy is ſo faſhionable, it may not be ſafe to ſay any 
thing againſt it: but 2% the quantity of blood ſhould be 
diminiſhed when no plethora exiſts, ſeems beyond the 
power of human conception. It is a melancholy truth, 
that the author has met with more diſorders which were 
occaſioned by imprudent bleedings, than from all other 
cauſes whatever. To aſſign a reaſon why the northern na- 
tions were formerly ſo extremely populous has puzzled 
many: that affair may perhaps no longer continue myſte- 
rious, when it is conſidered that they were flrangers to the 
uſe of the lancet. 


Laſtly, 
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' Lay, he proper regulations of the paſſions of the mind 
is of the utmoſt conſequence towards the eſtabliſhment and 
continuance of health. He who would enjoy perfect health 
and long life, ſhould' cultivate a perpetual chearfulneſs, and 
maintain a fixed reſolution to be pleaſed with whatever may 
befal him: this ſatisfaction and content is within the reach 
of every one. But he who is conſtantly repining and 
fretting for the poſſeſſion of ſome viſionary bliſs, or toiling 
in the ceaſeleſs purſuit of that which he thinks he has a 
right to expect the poſſeſſion of, muſt not wonder if his 
health ſhould be impaired by the deluſive chaſe. Perſons 
who indulge this wayward diſpoſition, eaſily ittitable, and 
attentive only to that which ſeems faulty and diſagrecable in 
others ; if every thing they could wiſh for were -at their 
command, would make ſhift to be as peeviſh"'and uneaſy as

\ FEVER exiſts when the motion of the blood is 
preternaturally accelerated, which increaſed motion 


ſeems to be cauſed by an effort of nature to expel ſomething | 
out of the body which ought not to be retained within it ; 
but this effect becomes a primary diſeaſe from the incapacity 
of nature to remove it. 

By nature is mean that power by which thoſe functions 
are performed, which are intirely independent on our own 
direction or of Auch, for inſtance, as the pulſation of 
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the heart and arteries, the ſecretions, &c. Spontaneous % 


actions, or thoſe which are chiefly ſo, being objects of eligi- 
bility, are therefore by phyſicians termed non. natural. 


The proximate cauſe of fevers is irritation (which may 


occaſion a ſpaſmodic affection of the whole nervous ſyſtem) 


commonly owing to an obſtruction of inſenſible perſpira- 


tion: when the particles of this matter are thrown back 


into the circulation, they may ſtagnate in, and plug up the 


extremities of the capillary arteries, or bring on ſpaſmodic 


_ conſtrictions of them.

An irritation may alſo be owing to other cauſes, as acrid 
food or liquors, affections of the mind, hunger, the abſorp- 
tion of pus, any thing acrimonious coming into contact

In kealth, when the morbific matter is ſubjugated by the 
fever, looſened, rendered movable, and at length expelled 
by inſenſible perſpiration, ſweat, ſaliva, vomiting, urine, or 
diarrhea ; a criſis uſually coming on within fourteen days. 

In another diſeaſe, when the veſſels are injured by too 
violent an exagitation; the more fluid parts diſſipated, the 
reſt incraſſated, and the critical matter depoſited in veſſels 
which are obſtructed, dilated, or ruptured: hence ariſe 
puſtules, red ſpots, eryſipelas, phlegmons, buboes, ſchirri, 
exanthemata, abſceſſes, gangrenes, and mortifications, 

In death, when the increaſed accumulation of the vital 
heat overcomes the elaſticity of the muſcular fibre, and 
retains the heart in its diaſtole; or when the fluids are 
deſtroyed by the force of the ſolids : hence ariſe inflamma- 
tions, ſuppuratiolls, gangrenes in the vital viſcera, and 
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aphtous ee i in the prime viz, which laſt, thigh ſeldom 
noticed or ſuſpeted, appear from diſſections to be a com- 
mon cauſe of death. (RENE: 

The curative indications. Theſe direct to the correction and 
expulſion of the acrid irritating matter, with unremitted 
attention to the vis vite, that it may not be too much dimi- 
niſhed ; while the motion of the blood muſt be reſtrained 
within due bounds, and the redundance of heat expelled. 

As to regimen, freſh air is abſolutely neceſſary, which may 

be admitted by the door or windows,. as often and as long 
as may be thought convenient : vinegar ſhould be fre- 
quently thrown on a red hot iron in the room: nor would 
it be a trifling melioration of the air to ſet pots near the 
bed with ſome of the aromatic plants growing in them, fuch 
as lavender, rue, roſemary, or mint, but by no means to 
ſuffer any herbs which are not in a ſtate of vegetation to 
continue in the ſame room with the patient, nor to continue 
in the room after ſun-ſet. Clean linen refreſhes and may 
ſafely be allowed every day, or everyffether day at fartheſt, 
Let him not be confined wholly to his bed, but fit * every 
day, as long as he can without fatigue 
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| He ſhould be plied plentifully with diluting liquids, for it 
is impoſſible that he ſhould drink too much: what the fluid 
is, is not very material, provided it be taken in immenſe 
quantities ; even cold water, if required, may be drank with 
ſafety and advantage. The ſubſequent diluents are exceed- 
ing ſuitable, viz. barley water, with forty drops of dulcified 
ſpirit of nitre in every pint, decoction of hartſhorn, cyder 
whey, tea prepared from balm, ſage, mint, pennyroyal, or 
mother of thyme. A lemon ſqueezed into a pint of water, 
and ſweetened to the taſte with treacle, is of conſiderable 
utility. Three ſpoonfuls of vinegar in a pint of water, 
ſweetened with honey, is another very proper ptiſan, as is 
alſo vinegar whey. 

When nature verges towards a ſecretion, diaphoretics, or 
at leaſt a warmer regimen becomes neceſſary to help on 
coction and a criſis : depuration is the work of nature: if 
ſhe is languid, aſſiſt her with cardiacs, aromatics, and vola- 
tiles; then bliſters are highly proper (eſpecially to the cor- 
pulent) to quicken the circulation, diſſolve the viſcid and 
too bulky ſanguineous corpuſcles, and to forward ſecretion 
through the miliary glands,

When the fever is ſubjugated, let the patient take that 
which affords the ſmalleſt employment for the chyJopoictic 
organs, with antiputreſcents, ſalts and acids: Whatever 
food is allowed ſhould be given in ſmall quantities and often 
repeated; ſpoon-meats, broth, panada, bread pudding, and 
ſuch like, It is a fortunate circumſtance that perſons, while 


a fever continues, ſeldom feel any inclination to eat; for 
the chyle cannot then be properly elaborated. After the 
ravages of a fever, and to remove that diſtreſſing languor 
which ariſes ſrom too profuſe evacuations, nothing is ſo 
proper as ſtrong broths drank as frequently and as copiouſly 
as the ſtomach will bear. I have often enjoined the uſe of 
them, though the pulſe continued quick and ticking, while 
lluſhings and partial heat remained, and the patients were 
thought to be at the laſt gaſp, with amazing ſucceſs, 

If a vehement craving is manifeſted of ſomething particular 
to eat, and it be often requeſted-let it be what it will, it 
ought not to be refuſed : in the decline of fevers, there 
ſeems to be ſomething in theſe untoward hankerings of

If theſe are taken (which is moſt commonly the caſe) with- 


out any manifeſt inconvenience, let there be ſeven grains in 


the next ſix powders; and in the next, ten. Here I beg 
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leave to retract what I'faid in the former editions of this 
work, viz. that till ſickneſs and vomiting was excited, this 
noble medicine was not to be depended on.—For I have 
fince ſeen many inſtances wherein a paper has been given 
every three hours (of which there have been ten grains in 
ſix powders) without the leaſt ſenſible operation, either by 
ſickneſs, ſtool, urine, or ſweat, and though the patients had 
been unremittedly delirious for more than a week, with 
ſubſultus tendinum and all the appearances of haſtening 
death, they have perfealy recovered without any other 
medicinal aid, a clyſter every other day excepted. I have 
lately ſeen a great many Caſes fimilar to the above, and the 
emetic tartar has invariably produced the ſame effect. 
As many regular graduates have not ſcrupled to ordet 
the uſe of Dr. James's powder, if there is any other empi- 
rical medicine leſs dangerous and more efficacious, it cannot 
ſurely ſavor of impropriety to mention it : that this is really 
the caſe, I dare confidently affert, and that Dr. Norris's 
Drops are by far the beſt antimonial ever invented, having 
this peculiar property of anfwering every end of an anti- 


monial, without producing a naufea, and given in larger

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doſes than the inventor recommends, feldom, if ever, fail 
of extinguiſhing fevers, peſſimi moris, and in their laſt 
ſtages, viz. one large ſpoonful every hour.

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N ardent fever is attended with a preter- natural and 
univerſal heat: if it is continual and terminates in 
twenty-four hours, it is called Ephemera; if it ſhould laſt 
longer, it is termed Cauſus or Synochus, The putrid Sy- 


nochus or malignant fever has for its concomitants a burning 


heat, vehement thirſt, averſion from food, intolerable an- 


xiety, a dry furred tongue, unnatural reſpiration, reſtleſs 
nights, and a crude, thick, or red urine without ſediment. 

The cauſe, as has been already remarked, is irritation, If 
that which ought to be expelled from the body is retained 
within it, a conſequential putrefaction enſues, from whence 


the putrid ſynochus and other putrid diſeaſes.

The cots or pathognomonic ſymptoms are intoler- 
able thirſt, prodigious heat over the whole body, the 
tongue dry, rough, yellow, or black: coarctation of the 
lungs, conſequently difficult and laborious reſpiration, quick- 
neſs and hardneſs of the pulſe; pain in the head, flame- 
coloured urine, coſtiveneſs, anxiety about the precordia, 
agrypnia, | | 

The prognoſtics. It is moſt commonly mortal on the third 
or fourth day, or reſolved by an hemorrhage. 

The face red and clammy; the urine thin, ſmall in quan- 
tity, black, or bloody; a parotis not ſuppurating, ſpaſmodic 
conſtrictions of the bronchia, all forebode great danger. 

But if the patient ſnatches, fumbles with his fingers, ga- 
thers up the bed-clothes, ſeems to pick ſtraws, drops invo- 
luntary tears; if purple or livid ſpots appear, if the hypo- 
chondres are inflated, the extremities cold, with catchings 
of the breath, inſenſibility, cold ſweats, hiccoughs, rattling

he cure. Aſſiſt nature in her efforts to expel ' the mor- 
bific matter in the ſame method whereby ſhe attempts to do 


it, whether by hemorrhage, vomiting, ſweat, or urine.—

from a large orifice as ſoon as poſſible, and repeat the ope- 
ration according to the indication of ſymptoms, though after 
the third day phlebotomy cannot be uſed with propriety. 

If the vital ſtrength has been indiſcreetly reduced by too 
frequent venæſections; on recovery, give cardiacs, vola- 
tiles, and ſtrong broths. | 

When the fever remits, give the peruvian bark. The 
medicines which have been found ſucceſsful in the cure of 
ardent fevers are to be met with below either of which 
' formulze may be adopted according to the diſcretion of the 
practitioner, or the emetic tarter powders recommended 
under the foregoing article.

ſometimes fatal for want of proper ſtrengtheners and nutri- 
Lious reſtoratives. 


INTERMITTING FEVER. 


N Intermitting Fever (or Ague) is one that returns 
after the patient is wholly free from it for one, two, © or 
more days, with freſh and increaſed exacerbation. 
The cauſes, A viſcidity of the arterial fluid, occaſioning 
a quicker and ſtronger contraction of the heart ; an ob- 
ſtruction, or unequal diſtribution of the vital heat; a pre- 
dominant acid in the primæ viæ; ſo that the cauſe ſeems 
rather to originate in the nervous influence, for the bark 
will profligate this diſorder, and the ſame drug is equally 
efficacious in the removal of hyſteric paſſions. 
The diagnoſtics. An oſcitancy, ſenſation of laſſitude, 
rigour, quaking, paleneſs of the extremities, difficult reſpira- 


tion, anxiety about the præcordia, nauſea, vomiting, 


pain

pain in the back, loins, aud limbs, the pulſe quick and 
fall, the urine thin and crude, then follow heat, fluſh- 
ings, redneſs, ſtrong pulſe, intenſe thirſt, violent pain in 
the head, and the urine red as in a continual fever; after- 
wards the patient falls into a profuſe ſweat, the ſymptoms 
remit, the urine grows thick, with a ſediment like brick- 
duſt ; ſleep and debility ſucceed. 

The prognoſtics. Sometimes it changes its type, and is 
converted to a dangerous continual fever, but this is pecu- 
liar to plethoric habits. Sometimes it terminates ( in 
cachectic habits, or if not treated ſcientifically) in a dropſy, 
jaundice, phthiſis, or ſchirrous tumours of the abdomen ; 
though theſe diſorders may with more propriety be imputed 

to bleeding, than be numbered among the natural conſe- 
quences of intermittents. If properly managed, it is to be 
ſubjugated with great facility. 

The cure. If plethoric, which is very rarely the caſe, 
bleed. If there is much nauſea, furrineſs of the tongue, a 
bitter taſte in the mouth, or frequent retchings, give a puke | 
immediately. The following repeated every morning, will 
be alone ſufficient to remove any intermittent. 10

| PLEURISY. 
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Pleuriſy is an inflammation of the membrane that lines 

> the ribs, or of the intercoſtal muſcles; the firſt is 
called the true, the latter, the ſpurious, or baſtard pleuriſy. 
It attacks all parts of the pleura, and ſometimes the me- 


diaſtinum. It rarely, if ever, invades children, or thoſe 


who have a predominant acid in their ſtomachs. If owing 


to another diſeaſe, it is called ſymptomatic ; otherwiſe 
idiopathic. 

The cauſe is that which determines matter to the pleura ; 
or a metaſtaſis of matter from other diſorders, or that of 


ulcerous tumours, abſorbed by the veins; or whatever is the 


cauſe of an inflammation ; as, expoling the naked body to 


the cold air after exerciſe ; drinking cold water when hot, 


a blow, a fall, a contuſion ; negle& of uſual exerciſe, or | 


cuſtomary evacuations ; carrying a weight diſproportionate 
to the ſtrength; inflammatory diſpoſition of the blood; a

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The diagnoſtics. An acute continual fever, a hard prick- 
ing, ſerrine pulſe ; a violent, fixed pungitive pain in the 
ſide, greatly exacerbated in inſpiration : on holding the 
breath, or in expiration, the pain is milder; a cough almoſt 
inceſſant ; a dry furred tongue; the reſpiration ſmall, fre- 
quent, and operoſe ; great anxiety about the præcordia; 


perpetual moaning, reſtleſſneſs, agrypnia. 
The prognofiics. If an hæmoptoe ſupervenes within three 


days, it is a ſign that the diſeaſe will not be of long conti- 
nuance; if later, it will be the more tedious ; if a ſpitting 
doth not come on within fourteen days, the conſequence 
will be an empyema and tabes. If it appears mild on the 
fifth day, and is aggravated on the ſeventh, it generally 
proves mortal. The fifth day is often the laſt. If the 
expuition be of a dark brown colour, tough and excreted 
with difficulty, this, for obvious reaſons, is a deadly ſymp- 
tom. The prognolis depends much on the reſpiration ; if 
that is very anhelus, and the patient be really peripneu- 
monic, though he ſeems hearty, ſpeaks ſtrong, and is in his 
perfect ſenſes, yet in a ſew hours the ſhears of Atropos will 
perform their office. If a whitiſh viſcous buff ſhould appear

If a white light ſpitting i is thrown off, and the evil is not 
very high, the heat equally. diſtributed. throughout the 
whole body, the thirſt not very intenſe, the expuition per- 
formed with facility, the ſpirits not ſunk, the dozes eaſy, 
and finiſh without ſtarting; theſe are all good ſigns, and 
where they appear, the cure is not difficult. 

The cure. Begin with venz-ſcdion from a large orifice, 
to be repeated as there 1s occaſion, but not after the diſap- 
pearance of the white cruſt. Give plentifull-- , and as often 
as poſſible, of diluting 3 blood warm, particularly 
Rheniſh-wine whey, or any of thoſe recommended under the 
article, Fevers in general. 

The emetic tartar powders, under the article Fevers in 
general, are not to be omitted. In the interim, viz. two

QUINSEY. 


. N . 
A Quinly, or Angina, 1s an inflammatory fever, owing to | 
a deſluction upon, or ſome injury done tò the thorax, 

ſauces, or lungs, which occaſions a difficulty of deglutition 
and reſpiration. | 

It ſometimes appears without any ſign of a tumour, exter- 
nal or internal, and is then owing to ſpaſmodic conſtriction, 
and requires the ſame treatment with the ſuffocating catarrh. 
That which is the object of prefent conſideration is, when 


there is a real tumor in ſome part of the organs of the 


fauces, tonſils, or circumjacent muſcles. 


It is uſually divided into four ſpecies, viz. Cynanche,, - 


when the internal muſcles of the larynx are affected without 
an apparent tumor ; Paracynanche, when the external muſ- 
cles ↄf the larynx are affected without an apparent tumor; 
Synanche, when there is an internal tumor impeding reſpi- 
ration; Paraſynanche, when the external muſcles of the 
fauces are inflamed, with a tumor; there are alſo other ſpe-

E cies of it, ſuch as the watery, ſchirrous, ſuppuratory, gan- 
grenous and convulſive, as well as inflammatory Angina. 

The cauſe. Stagnation of a vitiated fluid in the veſſels, | 
from whence ariſes a compreſſion of the muſcles, as muſt 
be the caſe in all inflammations. The obſtruction of inſen- 
ſible perſpiration may occaſion this. 

The diagnoſtics. Difficulty of ſwallowing, laborious re- 
ſpiration, rigidity of che neck, pricking pains W the 
cheeks, danger of ſuffocation, a violent fever, ſometimes 
with and ſometimes without a tumor. ; 
= - The prognoſiics. If no ſwelling appears, it is dangerous. 

If the tumor is large and reſpiration very operoſe, preſent 
help muſt be afforded; for if che patient is not ſoon re- 
lieved, ſuffocation will enſue. 
Ihe cure, The regimen muſt be the ſame as in ardent 
or other inflammatory fevers; for we treat not under this 
head of the pituitous Angina, Let blood be drawn from 
the arm, the jugular, or the ſublinguals, according to the 
ſtrength of the patient. The part affected may be touched 
with the honey of roſes, rendered acid with ſtrong ſpirit of 


vitriol. A lump of en ſoaked in camphorated ſpirits of 


wine

vine may be ſuffered to diſſolve flowly in the mouth. Uſe 
appropriate gargariſms, linctus; warm aatzplatlh, for 
warmth mollifies and diſcuſſes ; veſicatories, clyſters, le- 
nient catharitics, and if nothin elle will avail, broncho- 
tomy, which may be performed with the utmoſt ſafety ; 
were it otherwiſe, ſuch caſes as theſe would warratkit the 
moſt hazardous e Hina that could nnd che leaſt gleam 
of hope. | 

I ſhall now offer ſome medicines to the choice of the 
practitioner, the uſe of which has been attended with ſuc- 
ceſs. Seven drops of oil of amber on a lump of ., to be 
kept in the mouth without moving till diſſolved : this has 
often produced an amazing effect.

A ſmall, ſometimes ſoft, always unequal, 
undulatory and frequently dicrotic pulſe ; ſwelling of the 
eyes and cheeks ; a little, frequent, and ſomewhat tuſſicu- 
lous reſpiration; redneſs of the face, delirium. | 

The prognoftics. It terminates like all other inflamma- 
tions, in health, EH diſeaſe. or death. 

In health, if a plentiful yellow ſpitting comes on 3 0 
if the expuition be ſanguinous ; if the reſpiration begins 


to be performed with greater facility.

In another di iſeaſe (as a voids or abſceſs) if the inflamma- 
tory matter cannot be reſolved within fourteen days, as 
may bt on by the ceſſation of pain, while the dyſpnoea 
remains, K cheeks and lips reddening, with a ſoſt, weak, 
and undulatory pulſe. 

In death, if both lobes of the lungs are affected at the 
ſame time; if a coma ſomnolentum ſupervenes, a pro- 
ſtration of the vis vitæ, with grievous depreſſion of the 
ſpirits; frequent ſhedding of tears, complaint of heat in | 
the throat, coldneſs of the extremities, unabating delirium. 

The cure is various, according to the different ſtate of the 
| diſeaſe and ſymptoms. Reſt of body, and a little diſſipa- 
tion of mind, are highly requiſite ; as alſo are baths, 


vapours, clyſters, mild cathartics ; medicines, ſuch as in 


pleuriſy, with which, in every reſpect, the treatment ſhould 
be nearly ſimilar, phlebotomy excepted; which muſt be uſed 
ſparingly, and with the utmoſt caution. Boil elder flowers, 
mallow leaves, and flax- ſeed, in milk, and let the vapour be 
received into the fauces by means of a funnel. 

When the matter is reſolved and abſorbed by the refluent 
blood, great care muſt be exhibited, that it doth not ſettle

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on ſome noble part; for which purpoſe give attenuants, 


reſolvents, demulcents, diluents, abſorbents, diaphoretics, 
diuretics, or cathartics, purſuing that method of ipulſion 
which is pointed out by nature. I ſhall now, according to 
cuſtom, propoſe ſome remedies, the efficacy of which has 
been often experienced.

The cauſe. An inflanimation of the brain, or its meninges, 
or of the ſeptum tranſverſum. If it ariſes from a primary 
affection of the brain, it is called idiopathic ; if the brain is 
ſecondarily affected, ſymptomatic, 

The diagnoſtics. The abſurd behaviour of the patient 
incoherent, wild, or unmeaning diſcourſe; redneſs, rolling, 
and glaring of the eyes; throbbing, and an undulatory 
motion of che temporal artery, coma vigil, with an acute 
continual fever. 1 4 | 

The prognoftics. The true phrenitis is generally mortal 
on the third, fourth, or ſeventh day at fartheſt. If it doth 
not exacerbate on thoſe days, it will terminate in a lethargy, 
or incurable mania. In old men, or originating from an 
inflammation of the ilium, or lungs, it is mortal. White 
ſtools, or white urine, are the harbingers of death. Æru- 
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ginous vomiting, ſoining at the. bye-ltanders, gnaſhing or 
grinding of the teeth, or ſnatching at the bed-clothes, are 
the fore-runners of a diſſolution, If accompanied with 
laughter, if a gentle ſleep ſupervenes, or the delirium abates 
at times, a recovery may be expected. 

The cure. It is to be taken from an inflammation, in 
general. Open the jugular. vein, or (which is preferable) 
the temporal artery. Give antiphlogiſtic eccoproticks,. as 
tamarinds, ſalts, dc. diluting nitrous draughts, clyſters two 
or three times a day; apply emollient fomentations to the 
anus; if it ſwells, waſh. with reQibed ſpirits of wine.

Practical Obſervations on Inflammatory Caſes. 


T hath been obſerved by ſome ingenious phyſicians, that 
inflammatory diforders are by no means ſo common to 

be met with as they uſed to be: to aſſign the preventive 
reaſons would be no eaſy matter, for mankind do not ſeem 
to be much more ſparing in the indulgence of their appe- 


tites, more averſe from wine, or more diſcreet in their regi- 


men, than their forefathers were. May it not with greater 
propriety be attributed to the increaſed accuracy and 
preciſion wherewith praQitioners diſcriminate diſeaſes, who 
are not ſo apt as they were formerly to impute every pain 
or fluſhing heat to an inflammation. The rapid improve- 
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ments made in the medical art within theſe few years, have 
occaſioned even the abolition of ſeveral diſeaſes, whoſe 
imaginary exiſtence exceedingly puzzled our anceſtors. 

Another obſervation, which is equally juſt and melan- 

choly is, that when inflammatory diſorders appear, they 
have generally a fatal termination. Is it not poſſible that 
this may, in ſome meaſure, be owing to a too haſly, and 
frequent repetition of venæ- ſection? Nature will exert amaz- 
ing efforts to relieve herſelf, when the vis vitæ is not much 
impaired ; and I cannot help expreſſing my apprehenſions, 
that in theſe caſes, in which bleeding is abſolutely neceſlary, 
it may yet be purſued ſo far as to incapacitate nature for 
carrying on the animal ſunctions. For theſe ten years paſt 

I have not loſt one patient by an inflammatory fever, yet 
never ordered blood to be drawn more than once in any 

caſe, maniacal ones excepted. 

As there are ſeveral other inflammatory diſorders, which 
have not been noticed in the preceding pages, it may not 
be amiſs to obſerve, that a ſimilar, if not the ſame treat- 
ment, is equally proper for them all. Some indeed, as has 

been inſtanced in the peripneumony, require a more ſparing 
uſe

aſe of phlebotomy than others. It is to be feared that, to 
a too liberal uſe of the lancet, that mortification may be 
aſcribed; which ſo often ſupervenes an inflammation, as that 
of the ilium, eaſy diſcovered. by the haſty evaneſcence of 
the pain. When there is no inflammation, or inflammatory 
diſpoſition. of the blood, nothing can exculpate the practi - 
tioner for drawing blood; this would be a wanton waſte of 
the moſt uſeful and important of all fluids, and the moſt 
neceſſary for the ſupport of animal life: but even in theſe 
caſes the utmoſt caution is requiſite, leſt a putrid diſorder 
ſhould be manufactured from an inflammatory one. It is 


not an uncommon. (though often an irretrievable error) to 


miſtake an obligyRion, or acrimony, or ſerous tumour, for 


an inflammationgy which, if real, is----when the red particles of 
the blood are forced into the lymphatics, and cannot poſſibly 
exiſt without its pathognomonic ſymptoms, viz. violent and 
univerſal heat, parching thirſt and reſtleſſneſs, as well as 
pain in the inflamed part. Inflammatory diſorders: are far 
from being common, and many diſeaſes are too often 
groundleſsly aſcribed ta this cauſe: that the too precipitate

uſe of the lancet has produced dreadful conſequences; I 
have, in numbers of inſtances, been a forrowfal and unavailing 
witneſs to. How many are hurried off the ſtave; by being 
bled for a pain in the fide, owing to an incipient ulcer in 
the lungs ! There are various ſorts of fevers, which mimic 
thoſe of the ardent kind, in which venz-ſeQtion muſt be 
abſtained from. I was in a country one autumn where one 
of theſe anomalous fevers raged, it ſpread only through a 
circle of fix or ſeven miles diameter; it reſembled, in every 


reſpeR, an ardent fever, the pulſe only excepted, which was 
neither hard nor full : every one who was bled died, and 


every one who was not bled recovered ; it never ſhifted 


its type, though it commonly continued ſęventeen days. 
Thoſe who took the emetic tartar ſeemed to be ſoon freed 
from all febrile ſymptoms, yet remained weak, uneaſy, and 
greatly out of order, without being able to tell their com- 
plaints, as long as the reſt. The antiphlogiſtic method was 
purſued with them all, nitre, diuretic ſalt, and ſuch like, 
were the medicines adminiſtered, and with ſucceſs ; yet

HE Putrid Sore Throat, is a diſorder of the malignant 


kind, which has not been perfectly deſcribed or 
known 'till within theſe few years. 


The cauſe. A putrid diatheſis of the fluids. 

The diagnoſtics. Fulneſs and ſoreneſs of the throat, a 
ſenſation of ſtiffneſs in the neck, rednefs of the arms, hands, 
or breaſt ; frequent ſighing, nauſea, anxiety about the præ- 
cordia, languidneſs, great dejection, repeated ſneezings, 
agrypnia, thin crude urine, a pulſe quick and ſmall, bloated 
countenance, ſwelling of the maxillary and parotid glands 
and tonſils, ulcerations, floughing of the ulcers. | | 

The prognoſtics. The prognoſtics depend on the progreſs 
of the putreſcent acrimony, and on the reſpiration. 

The cure, All evacuations are deleterious, eſpecially 
phlebotomy. It requires a ſimilar treatment with other 
putrid fevers, but is the leaſt rebellious of them all, for the 
cure is not very difficult, As it is ſometimes epidemical,

Previous to entering on the method of cure, 1 would in- 
treat the reader's indulgence, and beſpeak his candor in 
attending to the apology for propoſing a method ſo entirely 
oppoſite to that which is purſued by the reſt of my brethren: 
it is not without a ver ſenſible uneaſineſs and reluctance 
that I differ from them, but however dear Socrates and 
Plato may be, truth is ſtill dearer: ſtrange muſt it appear 
that I ſhould recommend a medicine as our ſheet anchor, 
the uſe of which has been condemned by the moſt en- 
lightened and juſtly celebrated phyſician in Europe, to 
whom the nil ortum tale may with the utmoſt propriety be 
aſcribed ; but as he took it for granted that the balſam of 
capivi poſſeſſed a heatmg quality, his reaſoning however con- 
cluſive, could be of little conſequence, as the baſis on which 
it is erected is a non- entity; for the fact is, that the ſaid 
balſam, for its utility in pleuriſies and lowering the pulſe, 
for its allaying ſpaſms, appealing irritation and conſiderably 
decreaſing the hectic fever, appears to have, like other deter- 


gents, a quite contrary quality. As I have for ſeveral years 


| F occaſioned 
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occaſioned the conſumption of ſome quarts in a week o 


ballam, I am certainly entitled to ſpeak with a degree of 
confidence on the effects it produces. 

As to the other regimen recommended, viz. a vegetable 
diet, and to take away a little blood now and then, I always 
obſerved that the patient died; but how could it be other- 
wiſe, when the diſorder was pronounced incurable (which 
by the way every one is ſaid to be which we do not know how 
to cure) I could not help ſuſpecting that the fore-mentioned 
event might poſſibly be owing to bleeding, and therefore 
determined to try an oppoſite method; and as no perſon 
was a more proper ſubject to try ſuch an experiment on 
than myſelf, I beg leave to lay before the reader a plain and 
ſuccinct narrative of my own caſe. 

I was upwards of thirty years of age, when, from a ne- 
glected cold in the month of November, I was ſeized with a 
hectic, which in the rapidity of its progreſs equalled any 
| thing that I ever ſaw: before the expiration of the enſuing 
month I was in the following condition, notwithſtanding all 
the efforts of two judicious and learned phyſicians, viz. 
laboured under an invincible diarchoea, with colliquative

poſſibility of ſleep, an entire loathing of all food, legs 


ſwelled to an enormous fize, a body as much emaciated as 
that of any human being could be, to continue in exiſtence, 
too weak to walk or even fland without aſſiſtance, violent 
ſpaſmodic conſtriction of the lungs every night, which I had 
not the leaſt expectation of ſurviving, nor at the approach 
of evening entertained the ſmalleſt hopes of beholding the 
light of another day: my phyſicians pronounced my re- 
covery impoſlible. I was then, at my own earnell requeſt, with 
great difficulty, removed to a drier air at about a mile's 
diſtance, and to'a much higher ground; I took the dry 
vomit immediately, and repeated it every morning for ſeve- 
ral days, uſed the balſam of capivi twice a day, and ſwal- 
lowed a tea-cupful of pork broth as often as I could; in a 
word, I purſued the ſame method recommended below

plaint, but at this preſent time of writing, am as healthy and 
hearty a grey-hcaded old fellow as any one in his majeſty's 
L 2 dominions.

further than this ſolemn declaration, that I have concealed 
nothing relative to the method uſed with myſelf, and with

I beg to be excuſed from producing any arguments in its 
defence, for as facts are of a nature too ſtubborn to bend, 
there are a croud of living witneſſes, who are ſufficient proofs 
of i its propriety. 

The cure. The non-naturals require the ſtridteſt atten- 
tion. New milk ſhould be taken for breakfaſt and ſupper ; 
if it purges, it muſt be boiled: cow's milk is preferable to 
that of aſſes : goat's whey is too diluent, and I have ſeen 
ſeveral fatal effects from the uſe of it. Meat broths may be 
taken as ſtrong as the ſtomach will bear, particularly of pork; 
jellies prepared from any animal ſubſtance ſhould be taken 

as often as poſlible, Let the patient ride on horſeback every 
morning, if too weak to fit alone, he muſt be ſupported by 
one that rides behind him, for riding in a morning is abſo- 
lutely neceſſary.

N.B. When an ulcer in the lungs is formed, the urine 
diſcharged at night is very turbid the next morning.

practice, and ranking them among the number of his trueſt 
and deareſt friends. In his time and country, the picture 
bore no very enlarged features; but in this enlightened age, 
and in a nation teeming with philoſophers, who will take 
nothing on truſt, whatever deference may be due to a gene- 
rally received opinion, it can certainly be no unpardonable 


crime to call the propriety of it in queſtion, and if it is 


found unſupportable by experiments, to militate againſt it. 
Of this kind, it is preſumed, is that too general one of the

I once knew a family, of which two brothers and 
two ſiſters were each at different times ſeized with an 
hæmoptoe; they were all bled five or ſix times, and not one 
of them ſurvived many weeks after their reſpeclive attacks; 
another brother was taken in the like manner, who ſuſpect- 
ing the effects of the lancet, applied to me, and although he 
at that time laboured under a confirmed lues, he was ſoon 
(without bleeding) reſtored to, and till continues in per- 
ſect health. 

Innumerable inſtances have I been witneſs to, of the moſt 
alarming hæmorrhages, which have all yielded to the uſe of 
vomits, and the method laid down below, without a ſingle 
application of the lancet ; if then (as is evident) phlebotomy 
is not neceſſary to the cure, is it not more eligible to preſerve 
that important fluid, than to laviſh it away without cauſe, 
and thereby deſtroy the health and ſhorten the lives of thoſe 


who commit themſelves to our care ? 
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The cure. I never failed of ſucceſs with thoſe who had 
not heen bled. The firſt thing given was always the 1

Cr ARRHAL Fevers are generally ſlow and mild, 
exacerbated toward evening, when the equilibrium of 
the atmoſphere is deſtroyed ; they are accompanied with 
pains in the joints, ſtoppage of the noſe, deafneſs, head- 
ach, eough and liſtleſſneſs, &c. They are commonly called 
colds. They produce, when neglected, innumerable diſor- 
ders, as they originate from an abatement or obſtruction of 
inſenſible perſpiration; if that perſpirable matter is retained 
in the circulation which ought to have been thrown out of 
the body, it may ſoon putrify, and occaſion fevers pefſimi 
moris.

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N Epilepſy is a ſudden proſtration of the vis vitæ, with 

a violent concuſſion of the muſcles, and loſs of the 
ſenſes both external and internal. It is called catalepſy, 


caducus, catoche ; morbus ſacer, comitialis, and Herculeus. 


The cauſes. A bad conformation of the encephalon ; 


corruption, or eroſion of the meninges ; quickſilver, by 


what means ſoever conveyed to the brain; an increaſed flux 
of ſerum into the head, hydatides below the corpus calloſum, 
violent exerciſe, profuſe venery, ſtrong thinking, a fright, 
all vehement affections of the nervous ſyſtem, excruciating 
pain, hyſterics, irritation from worms, toothing, an acrid 
humor, the infection of the variolæ, the obſtruction of 
ſome ſecretion; various ſorts of vapors, as the ſteams from 
liquors in a ſtate of fermentation, or an acid gas. 

A ſenſation of weight in the head, or of 
preſſure over the eyes ; of heavineſs in the joints, frothing

The prognaſtics. It is either idiopathic or ſymptomatic.

An involuntary excretion of the fœces, the fits being of long 
duration, and the brain primarily affected, are ſigns that 
the cure will not be effected without great difficulty.

ſenſe and motion. One would imagine that the ancients 
were acquainted with the real cauſe of it, from che deriva- 
tion of its name Apoplexia from Apopletto to ſtrike. The 
above effect may be produced (though it ſeldom is) from a 
plethora, and too great an accumulation of blood in the. 
ventricles of the brain, but much more commonly proceeds 
from a deficiency thereof, and a redundance of viſcid ſerum; 7 
as alſo may be reckoned among the prediſponent cauſes, a 
large head, thick neck, corpulence, ſpaſmodic contraQions _ 
of the veſſels, offeous protuberances within the cranium, 
acrimony of the lymph, irregularity of the non-naturals, a 
too liberal uſe of narcotics, frequent ebriety, extravaſated 
blood : inordinate venery, eſpecially of perſons in the de- 
cline of life; the affections of the mind, an acid gas, blows, 
bruiſes and mercurial vapors. . 

The diagnoſtics. Preceding the paroxyſm, dimneſs of ſight, 
loſs of memory, a ſudden and acute pain in the head, ſwel- 
ling of the jugulars, vertigo, an unuſual coldneſs of the 
extremities, fupine indolence, drowſineſs, oſcitancy, trem- 
blings, a ſtrong pulſe and redneſs of the face. The reader

The fourth degree is always fatal, becauſe 
the conductors from the cerebellum are affected. If the 
pulſe is weak, reſpiration difficult, the patient old, or has 
been ſeized before in the ſame manner; loud ſnoring, cold 
ſweats, frothing at the mouth; cheſe are all ſymptoms of a 
fatal tendency. An apoplexy often terminates in a pally, 
A ſtrong pulſe is a ſign of recovery ; if ſucceeding phlebo- 
tomy, the patient will undoubtedly do well. 

The cure. Let the patient be laid on his back, with his 
head raiſed. If plethoric, bleed ; which will preſently re- 
lieve by removing the cauſe. Hippocrates with great 
juſtice aſſerts, that venæſection always kills or cures in an 
apoplexy : the reaſon is evident, becauſe it is always owing 
to too much, or too little blood. Proper means to be uſed 
are ſternutatories, emetics, velicatories, particularly to the 
feet, cathartics and corroborants.

Many have recovered of this diſorder 
in the moſt helpleſs ſtate, by that means, with the uſe of 
proper evacuants. If attended with a teazing cough, diffi- 
cult reſpiration, quick pulſe, proſtration of ſtrength, high- 
colored urine, total ſuppreſſion of it, obſtinate coſtiveneſs, 
intolerable thirſt (and the patient will indulge it) abſceſſes, 
lurid ſpots on the thighs, the body emaciated, the coun- 
tenance pallid, and of a cadaverous aſpect ; theſe are the 
harbingers of death. 

That the prognoſtics of phyſicians, however july founded, 
are ſometimes precarious, is a truth that muſt be confeſſed ;

Nature, like other females, is ſometimes unaccountably 
capricious, and when furniſhed with all the materials for 
aſſiſting herſelf, will frowardly neglect the uſe of them;

by a diſeaſe, and the long odds are againſt her, when the 
phyſician has ſigned the dead warrant ; by one fortuitous 
puſh, unknown to, and unexpected by the phylician, ſhe 
will triumph over her adverſary, unleſs the doctor ſhould 
think fit to verify his prognoſtic by a ſeaſonable doſe. 


The cure wholly conſiſts in evacuating the waters which

increaſe their diameter, from whence a copious running of 
thinner matter than uſual muſt iſſue. Cowper's and the 
proſtrate gland are often affected. 

This diſtemper is by no means a native of Europe, but 
was firſt imported by Chriſtopher Columbus to Naples from 
America, and ſpread through that city with prodigious 
rapidity. Somewhat more than a year after his return-from 
his firſt voyage, the French army ſat down before Naples in 
the year. 1494. The Neapolitans being diſtreſſed by a ſcarcity 
of proviſions, thought it neceſſary, to diſcharge the moſt 
uſeleſs, perſons from their town, among whom were. the 
courtezans, who. were received by the beſiegers with their 
uſual politeneſs to that ſex : the horrible ravages which this 
diſorder ſoon after made in the camp obliged the F rench to 
raiſe the ſiege; upon this account it obtained the name of 
the French diſeaſe, and will in all probability ever retain it, 
notwithſtanding the umbrage France has taken at, and the 
repeated efforts ſhe has made to ſhake off the opprobrium. 
lt was then a new diſorder, and certainly was never 
knovn in Europe before; for whatever has been advanced

to-the contrary might cabily be refuted : the phyſicians were 


puzzled, the people were alarmed, for it was ſuppoſed to 


be equally as inſectious and fatal as the peſtilence ; neither 
monaſteries nor nunneries were exempt from it, nor even 
the holy fathers of the conclave: it was to be catched 
(heaven bleſs us!) by being in the ſame ſame room, with an 
infected perſon, or walking on the ſame fide of the way in 
the ſtreet - but, however, with due deference to the, cha- 
racters of the ſaints of thoſe times, it cannot be taken with- 
out contact. So deplorable was the ſituation of affairs then, 
chat thouſands were deſerted, and left to rot without the 
leaſt aſſiſtancdce. ae 

But it being foreign to my gebn to enter into hs hiſtory 
of diſeaſes, I ſhall only obſerve, that there is no diſtemper 
which is better underſtood in this enlightened age; nor any 
one that is with more certainty, or with. greater facility to be

This affection of the 
bones is not unjuſtly aſcribed more to the too liberal uſe of 
mercurials than to the venereal virus: thus it may be ob- 
ſerved that the noſe falls when the ſalivation is at its heighth. 
Many ſymptoms mimic venereal complaints, which are en- 
tirely owing to the lodgment of mercury in the minuteſt 
veſſels; ſulphur clogs and chokes this active mineral. I 
have known numbers who thought that they laboured under 
a confirmed pox (when they were actually freed from the 
venereal venom) who have been not only relieved but per- 
feftly cured of all their complaints by the uſe of an electuary 


compoſed only of flowers of ſulphur and honey; dofe the

The prognoſlics. If the running is imprudently tied up

The old method of giving a calomel bolus at night and a

For 
this the balſam of Peru has been found an excellent remedy, 
the doſe thirty or forty drops to be repeated as there is 
occaſion.

The prognoftics. If the pain is mild, or if it intermits, 
and the conſtipation of body is not very refractory, it is 
eaſily cured, If the pain is fixed and there be no paſſage

downward ; if it is attended with intolerable reſtleſſneſs, 
vomiting, fainting, hiccoughs, cold ſweats and delirium, 
there is no ſmall danger. It not unfrequently terminates 
in a palſy, jaundice, epilepſy, or dropſy. If owing. to 
an inflammation of the bowels and the pain ſuddenly 
vaniſhes; it will prove fatal, for the parts are then ſphace- 
lated. 

The cure. The concomitant fever is of leſs conſequence 
than it is often imagined to be, being only ſymptomatic, and 
when the cauſe is removed will ceaſe of courſe : in general, 
phlebotomy is unneceſlary and ſuper-induces much worſe 
diſorders, for thoſe juſt mentioned (when colics terminate 
thus unfavourably) are not a little obliged to the lancet far 
their exiſtence. Clyſters are peculiarly ſerviceable, becauſe 
they are ſooneſt conveyed to the affected part and expedite 
the diſcharge by ſtool 3 cathartics ſhould: immediately ſuc- 
ceed. The uſe of opiates (as in all painful diſorders) is in- 
dicated, Semicupia are highly benefteial.

Frequent retchings, and what the Scotch 
call dry boaking ; paleneſs, borborygmi, tenſion of the 
ſcrobiculus cordis, nidorous eruclations after long conti- 
nuance without food, no inclination to eat ; at the ſight of 
victuals, nauſea ; after eating, vomiting and ſwelling at the 
pit of the ſtomach, ſenſation of coldneſs in the ſtomach. 

The prognoſtics, It often terminates in a maraſmus, 
dropſy, jaundice, or cachexy, and the patient dies tabid. It 
is always of bad conſequence if of long continuance, for the

Aſtringents, chalybeates, balſamics, mineral acids, aggluti- 
nants and corroborants are proper in this caſe, as alſo is the 
cold bath. A velicatory applied to the os ſacrum has an 
admirable effect. For common drink, the white decoction 
may be given, with an ounce of tincture of roſes in every

The prognoſtics, If they remain long in the inteſtinal 
canal, they produce a variety of unaccountable diſorders :

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SCURVY and SCORBUTIC ERUPTIONS. 


— Scurvy is a cacochymic diatheſis of all che fluids 5 
The cauſes. An acidity, an acrimony, or (at ſea) putre- 

factive quality in the blood, often introduced by a moiſt air, 
obſtructed perſpiration, putrid water, poorneſs of blood, that 
part of ſalted proviſions which has not taken ſalt (for ſalt it- 
ſelf, ſo far from producing the ſcurvy, is an excellent antiſcor- 
butic) eating too plentifully of fruit. Surfeits, as they are 
called, and ſcorbutic eruptions, originate from the too liberal 
uſe of vegetables. Few perſons are entirely void of all ſcor- 
butic complaints. The ſea ſcurvy is a diſorder that requires 
a treatment very different from this we are treating of, 
though the effects are ſomewhat ſimilar, for vegetables and 
acids are the moſt expeditious remedy for ſeamen, eſpecially 
on ſhore ; but they ought to be totally abſtained from by 
thoſe who never uſe the ſea and are troubled with cuticular 


eruptions. 
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eruptions. Scorbutic eruptions are ſo common, that the 


author has met with ſome thouſands of theſe caſes in a year, 
and never one that he did not ſucceed in the cure of; but 
leſt his invariable order to abſtain from all vegetables and 
acids ſhould ſtartle the reader, he begs leave to obſerve, 
that, ſo far from being ſingular in this point, he has heard 
the ſame advice given by the greateſt and beſt phyſician of 
this or any other age or country : it were needleſs to add 
that he means Dr. Fochergil. 

The diagnoſtics. An acute pain in the head, a ſenſation 
of dullneſs, erratic pains in the limbs, blackneſs of the ſkin,

As the old method of treating it has 
been hitherto ſomewhat unfortunate, the author can with 
ſome juſtice, as well as confidence, recommend a new one, 
which has never yet baulked his expectations.

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An Account of two Indeſcripts. 


Gentleman between forty and fifty years of age, of a 
ſtrong conſtitution and plethoric habit, who had never 
been troubled with any cutaneous eruptions, or ſcorbutic 
diſorder, was attacked by an inflammatory fever. He was 
attended by a learned and ingenious phyſician, who treated 
him with great propriety, ſetting aſide the too frequent and 
copious blood-lettings, by which he was exceedingly re- 
duced and incapable of leaving his bed for ſome weeks; the. 
Doctor thought fit, about the expiration of that time, to 
order the application of a bliſter to the calf of each of his 
legs, He was now mending apace, but the calves of his 
legs did not ſeem to heal kindly ; freſh veſicles appeared, 
and when opened, there iſſued out a remarkably hot and 
acrid lymph ; in a few days more a crop of ſmall, red, 
bard pimples ſprouted up in the places on which the velica-

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' irritated him almoſt to madneſs. He could now walk about 
his room, and as perſons in a convaleſcent ſlate are gene- 
rally peeviſh, his behaviour was overlooked. In a few 
days the watry puſtules began to ſpread downwards to his 
heels, and upwards to his knees. They were ſucceeded as 
before, by a crop of itching pimples, which had now to- 
tally covered both his legs ; and in this ſtate he continued 
confined to his room for ten months, in other reſpects in 
perfed health, but hating life, and deſpairing of any relief 
but by death.

I was then called in, and on the examination of my Pa- 
tient, could not forbear ſmiling ; which he obſerved, and 
aſked me, with ſome warmth, If I thought his caſe a laugh- 
ing matter? I replied in the affirmative, and promiſed him, 
he ſhould be free from his diſagreeable companion before 
the expiration of the week (this was Sunday). I ordered 
only the Aethiopic electuary, under the article Scurvy, and 
the uſe of the tar ointment, with calomel, morning and 
night, By the Friday MA PR he was quite free from any 
uneaſy ſenſation. 

Every ſpring and fall, for ſeveral years afterwards, he uſed 
to have a return of theſe watry veſicles in his legs. 1 have 
ſeen them riſe inſtantaneouſly to the ſize of a fix-pence, and 
one or two of them as large as a half-crown.

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every moment: when this is the caſe, it is ſeldom more than 
fix hours before the pain abates and a welcome ſleep ſuc- 
ceeds.

The prognoſtics. If hereditary (which with humble fab- 
miſſion to Doctor C. it certainly may be) it is moſt difficult 
to relieve. It is generally ſuppoſed to be incurable, as all 
diſorders are ſaid to be which we know not how to cure, 
The fits may be undoubtedly rendered milder, and perhaps 
be totally prevented by purſuing , the ſubſequent method:

HIS and every other diſorder to which a voman 

during the ſtate of her pregnancy is liable, is chiefly, 
if not entirely, owing to a deficiency of heat and blood; 
which may eaſily be gathered from the conſideration of the 
expence ſhe is at for'the nutrition of the foetus, and the 
formation of its appurtenances : if two ounces of blood 
were drawn every day from a perſon ever ſo healthy for forty 
weeks together, let it be leſt to common ſenſe to determine 
whether ſuch a one can ſtand in need of ſupernumerary 
venaeſections during that time. 

It is upon this account that their faces appear ſo thin, their 
noſes pinched in, and various diforders attack them which 
originate from a deficiency of blood. If a woman with 
child is bled, ſays Hypocrates, a miſcarriage is endangered; 
the larger the foetus, the more certain and expeditious wall 
be 
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be the abortion. Experience vont che truth of this 
obſervation of the divine old man. I knew many ladies 
who uſed phlebotomy during their pregnancy and miſcar- 
ried, but on the omiſſion of it, went out their full time and 
were bereit of healthy children. That all do not mil. 
carry who are bled is true, and indeed nothing is more to 
be wondered at than the inexhauſtible reſources of nature, 
by which ſhe can recover herſelf from the conſequences of 
ſuch ill- timed evacuations. To uſe phlebotomy becauſe her 
periodical viſits diſappear, is abſurd and puerile, for it can- 
not be a manly argument that we ought to laviſh away that 
fluid which nature demonſtrates her want of, by her care to 
preſerve it. Bleeding, in a word, is always hazardous and 
improper during pregnancy, and not ſeldom brings on con- 
vulſions and death. To this raſh and inexcuſable im pru- 
dence it is owing that ſuch numbers of women who even go 
their full time, die in child-bed.-

mouthed by the nurſe,” If children had nothing given to 
them but milk, or half cows milk and half water, till they 
began to teethe, without either bread or ſugar, and after- 
wards were indulged in the uſe of animal, with very little 
vegetable food, we ſhould rarely find any diſorders among 
them.

reader's ſurprize, when J aſſure him, that my intention was 
to render the foregoing work as complete a therapeutic 
theſaurus as is conſiſtent with the imperfection of humanity. 


Under e very article of diſeaſe, every combination, and even 
3D 2 every 
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every atom of matter, that has a tendency to the. removal 
of ſaid diſeaſe, is ſtriftly and accurately marked, their powers 
diſcriminated, and even the precarious ones have generally 
admittance, as auxiliaries. I have furniſhed the tyro with 
all neceſſary tools, and given him as plain rules for the uſe 
ol them, as the nature of things would permit ; his own 
obſervation and experience will perfect the workman, that need 
not to be aſhamed. I will not ſcruple to aſſert, that any 
man, who i is a good anatomiſt, by the aſſiſtance of this work 
alone, and the two above-mentioned qualities, may become 
as uſeful a practitioner as any Phyſician in Europe. 

The reaſon why theſe faſhionable medicines have not 
figured in my work, is, becauſe, after giving them fair trials, 
i. e. by;\ themſelves, I either found them unequal to the 
character they bore, or productive of ſome vorſe conſe- 
quences than the diſorder itſelf. The only fair way of 
trying a medicine is, to give it alone; or how can we aſcer- 
tain its effects with preciſion ? When a variety of ingredients

S OLANUM LETHALE. 


OR this we are obliged to a ſurgeon who. was hardy 

enough to ſtep out of his road, that he might figure 
away as one of the wonderful phyſicians of the age, and be 
able to adminiſter a poiſon without doing miſchief. Peace 
to his manes, though he went beyond his laſt. Yet I cannot 
help- obſerving that even this deleterious and worſe than 
worthleſs plant, is an officinal in the Edinburgh Pharmaco- 
poea; in the ſame extraordinary production we find hitched 
up in reſpectable poſitions, the Wolf's Bane, Barba Jovis, 
Uva Urſi, &c. The Scotch apothecaries, ſo inured to the 
uſe of poiſons, it may be expected, will in time like Mithri- 
dates, be able to diſpatch a perſon by breathing on him. 
To be ſure, there is no place in the world comparable with 
that ſweet town for acquiring the art of healing. This the 
Scotch have often aſſured the public is the caſe, and they 
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muſt be the beſt judges of their own abilities. The immenſe 


them expert anatomilts. The clinical lectures of the ex- 


perienced phyſicians muſt have a ſurpriſing effect on the | 


attendant tyro, eſpecially when he hears the phyſician pro- 
nounce ex cathedra, that the patient may be now diſcharged 
from the hoſpital, being perfectly recovered ; though faid 
patient ſhould: obſtinately perſiſt in aſſerting, that he was no 
better than when he firſt came in. How muſt ſuch common

With what ſatisfaction muſt the pupil, 


when he graduates, take the oath, that he will always think 


of it as the wiſeſt, ſpeak of it as the beſt, and write of it as 


the moſt illuſtrious and uſeful ſeminary under heaven; that 


he will exert all his powers to ſupport its reputation, and 


ſpread its fame.

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I have actually known ſome phyſicians, who have tra-

It may be thought preſumption in me to lift up my head 
before ſuch an awful appearance of the greateſt men in the 
world ; yet, I cannot ſtifle a wiſh, that, however free they 
may be in the uſe of poiſons themſelves, that they would 
expunge them from their Diſpenſatory, and not leave them 
indiſcriminately in the uſe of every hand. We have 
materials enough to anſwer every end in view, without any 
pollible bad effect; therefore, let us caſt to the bats and 
moles the deadly night-ſhade. 


DIGITALIS. 


U qa fox-glove is another officinal alſo of the ſame 

ſtupendous fore-mentioned production, It is true, 
I had not uſed it for more than twenty years paſt, having, 
long before that time, ſtamped my black mark upon it, as 
I did upon all thoſe drugs which did not produce an effect, 
(being uſed ſingly) on repeated trials, anſwerable to their 


general character. What tempted me to reſume a trial of 


this, was, its being brought into great vogue by a very 
eminent phyſician of this town (Birmingham.) It muſt be 
acknowledged, that I heard of no perſon, who ſurvived, or 
recovered their health, after taking it; but that muſt be 
conſidered as an immaterial circumſlance, as this is a town 


in -which people will die, ſometimes, whether from per- 


verſeneſs, or whatever other cauſe. It was extolled as a

moſt powerful diuretic; and, conſequently, capable, at leaſt, 
of producing very important effects. From ſuch recom- 
mendation, and ſuch authority, who could reſiſt a freſh 
appeal? The perſon who ſo warmly promoted, and fo 
liberally preſcribed, the uſe of this plant, had not only his 
education at that moſt illuſtrious ſeminary, Edinburgh, but 
had himſelf alſo, like Solomon, wrote on every herb of the 
field, from hyſſop to the cedar, and a wiſer than Solomon 
was he; for his Jewiſh Majeſty was never wile enough to 
aſſiſt at filling that moſt uſeful machine, an . air-balloon, 
As I always regarded myſelf as the propereſt ſubject to try 
hazardous experiments on; finding myſelf anafarcous, with 
extravaſated water in the folds of the mediaſtinum, and in 
ſeveral other parts of my body, ] thought there could not 
be a fairer opportunity to give the Digitalis a probability of 
| exerting its powers, eſpecially as I laboured, at the ſame 
time, under a dyſury. I ordered an infuſion of half an 
ounce to a pint, and took a wine glaſs every hour, till my 
pint was exhauſted, and neither cat or drank any thing that 
day: it was on that remarkable day when Mr. Harper was 
to have aſcended in his balloon.

| dropſy, viz. the pills, which perfectly reſtored me to health. 
As the gamboge will anſwer every good end with he; the 
elaterium, lactuca ſylveſtris, or any of the tribe, without 
any poſſible bad effect, why ſhould we run the hazard of 
poiſoning people? For my own part, my conſcience will 
never ſuffer me to preſcribe it for another, after having 
experienced ſuch pernicious effects from it myſelf. 1 muſt 
add, that I never yet knew, or heard, of any perſon who 
lived long after uſing it. | 
Here I cannot avoid addreſſing the noviciate with the 
greateſt ſeriouſneſs ; as to miſ-lead is an error of the moſt 
awful magnitude ; if you find, in the foregoing pages, all 
the materials neceſſary and efficacious, which have been

ſame preparation is uſed : how ridiculous then muſt be the 
uſe of quack medicines, let them be ever ſo good, when 
their very efficacy may contribute to the deſtruction of the 
unbappy ſufferer. I have ſeen many inſtances where the 
firſt and beſt ſurgeons in London have left the miaſmata in 
the blood, after the patient was pronounced perfectly well.

The 
faſhionable conjecture, at preſent, is by corrugation; which 
ſeems juſt as true as that it grinds the blood down: to water.

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ſorts, is true, and ſometimes exaſperate, ſpread and increaſe 
them. To be ingenuous, it is a point we muſt confeſs our 
ignorance of. A medicine in the body has very different 
effects with a medicine in a ſimilar fituation, out of the 
body: the ſyntheſis and analyſis of nature, the various 
ſeparations, combinations, and chymical proceſles, carried 
on in the human frame, and the variety of different ſub- 
ſtances in the ſtomach and bowels, the difference in the 
motion of the fluids, and of the excretions, and a diverſity 
of other circumſtances, preclude all poſſibility of certainty 
with reſpe& to this deſideratum in many drugs. It is: ſuffi- 
cient; and ought to be ſatis factory to human imbecillity, that 
we know ſuch cauſes generally produce ſuch effects; if they 
are not invariable, let us inveſtigate the cauſe by frequent 
trials, and leave ſyſtems to divines, who will find as much 
abſurdity to contend with in the defence of any one, as we 
can manifeſt in endeavouring to diſplay the method. in

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Several editions of it, he is forry to ſay, of his own pub- 
lication, have abounded with faults ; even ſome ſheets 
which he has corrected have been worked off without thoſe 
corrections having been made. Many editions have been 
publiſhed in Great-Britain and Ireland without his conſent 
or knowledge, and ſome which he never ſaw. He was 
extremely deſirous of ſeeing one correct edition, printed 
under his own eye, before he died, and ſuch a one is this he 
now offers to the public (being the ſeventh). He confeſſes 
he has rendered it as perfect as is conſiſtent with feeble hu- 
manity. Whatever errors remain, he muſt take to himſelf, 
for the printer has done him juſtice, He will never more 
make any alterations or additions to it, unleſs convicted of 
a miſtake. It is a work that he has conſtantly attended to 
for theſe thirty years, and has received the decided appro- 
bation of all the literary journals in Europe that have no- 
ticed it. The latin edition, printed on the continent about 
twenty- five years ago, is now only to be found in private 
hands. Were his to be tranſlated into that language, and 
publiſhed either in Holland or France, it would amply 
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repay the tranſlator for his trouble. If the author has not 


been miſinformed, it is lectured from by profeſſors in more 
foreign univerſities than one. 

The author cannot help obſerving, that he has known 
ſome of his brethren who have been exceeding vociferous 
in declaiming againſt his work; who, in caſes of difficulty 
and danger, have had recourſe to the formulae in it, and 
proved ſucceſsful. It is indeed a matter of the utmoſt 
indifference to him, whether perſons ſpeak well or ill of his 
work, or of himſelf: if he is wrong, God forbid that others 
ſhould be miſled. Were there any thing that he has wrote, 
by attention to which a practitioner might do miſchief to 
one human being, he would heartily wiſh his book, and 
every copy of it deſtroyed. He thinks ſuch an unhappy 
conſequence cannot be the cafe with an intelligent perſon. 
As to thoſe who do not chuſe to give themſelves the trouble 
of. thinking, he hopes and deſires they would never fatigue 
themſelves with the peruſal of his writings, If he has 
wrote any thing indefenſible, he is the laſt perſon who 
would take up his pen to make any efforts towards exculpa- 


tion

tion. Truth alone, confirmed by experience, can ſtand the 
teſt. To this only is his appeal. As to theory, he is con- 
vinced that there is no one ſo perfect that muſt not be de- 
parted from in practice. He who vould pertinaciouſly 
adhere even to Dr. Cullen's, would find his expectations 
miſerably diſappointed, | 

My ruling paſlion, from childhaod, has been a tender 
affection for my fellow-creatures, and conſequential avidity 
to ſerve them to the utmoſt of my power. I know no plea- 
ſure equal to that which ariſes from mitigating the ſuffer- 
ings and relieving the diſtreſſes of others. To give happi- 
neſs is to enjoy it in the moſt elevated and refined manner. 
With this view 1s my treatiſe preſented to the world, and no 
caution has been omitted that might preclude any even the 
ſlighteſt injury to be effected by attention to its contents. 
May the Art of Healing be flill more diligently culti- 
vated, more rapidly increaſed, and more univerſally diſ- 
ſeminated. 

In this enlightened age of philoſophy and experiment, 
let every experimentaliſt be peculiarly cirumſpect in his de- 
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ductions, and let each of us conſtantly bear in mind, that 
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the chief end of our exiſtence is to promote the benefit of 
mankind.
